He 
said our people are ever awake to the 
cry of misery, and he felt convinced 
that Raleigh is only awaiting a call 
to administer timely relief to those 
starving Southern people—victims 
of unutterable disaster. He said 
that whereas the city of Raleigh 
holds within her limits so many gen- 
tlemen of exalted learning and bril- 
liant abilities, it is proposed to call 
on several of our literary citizens to 
us a series of lectures, 

., &c., Whereby our people will be 
entertained and instructed, and a 
sum of money realized for the relief 
of our suffering brethren. ‘This pro- 
posal received the warmest approba- 
tion, and the meeting adopted the 
following meausof carrying out the 
benevolent proposition : 

- It was resolved that the daily press 
assume the responsibility of arousing 
our people to prompt and effectual 
action in this matter, and as repre- 
sentatives of the various dailies 
Messrs. Woodson, of NEws, Bragg, 
of the Sentinel, Hampton, of the 
Crescent, Uzzell, of the Republican, 
and Gilbert, of the Zra, were desig— 
nated as an Executive Committe to 
enlist the co-operation of all classes 
of citizens, and carry the project to 
successful prosecution.
